Dear Sirs:—This photograph of one of our Apple Seedling fields was 
takew Sept. 15_, £9117 —Note the perfect condition of foliage at this late 
date—we have 140 acres just as good, and no signs of aphis.

First :—Seedlings must hold foliage late—if leaf-rollers defoliate 
Paco corty tm. Aveus.. they tose their yvitality—this: results in weak, 
Slckin feaees caida a poor Stand... We. spray for this. 


Ssecond:——Good ground is essential—there is no better ''Apple Land'' 
Piciteedais SHOW 19, pNovo.  £t produces hard, brittle, starchy roots, full 
Sfewetottty—no tary land or old tree, sround for us. 


Third:—sSeedlings must be dug late when well matured. A well-known 
Bote savas WealteCeard it Gf very srTreat importance that scedines 
should be well ripened, and should store a reasonable amount of starch, 
in order that grafts snould Knit well and grow.'' We have two plants 
with separate equipments—one at Silver Lake and one at Rossville, Kan- 
sas——two towns from which to draw help; this enables us to dig late, just 
bebore Preeszine weather. 


Fourth:——Must be carefully handled. The authority quoted above says: 
"'We have noticed there is quite a difference in the manner of handling 
seedlings. Extreme care is needed not to allow the leaves to pump out 
a considerable amount of the sap in the process of handling from the 
field.'" We ‘'*double heel''——once in the field as fast as the bundles 
are tied, then rush them to permanent heeling ground after field is dug 
——no lying around in hot sun till a wagon load is pulled and tied. 


A moment's thought will convince you that these things have a tell- 
ij setteot OW Vitality, yet it: is hard to detect in the seedling—you see 
the results next year. We use our own seedlings for grafting—see the 
result in our grafts and two year anpple—photos next page.
